On 
the 14th of June the Chinese au- 
thorities at Tientsin had lost control 
over matters and were under mob 
rule.” ‘Thus it was three days before 
the Taku forts were taken that the 
Viceroy had lost all control over the 
regular and irregular forces that were 
fighting against foreigners, and it was 
because the Allies realised that at 
any moment the forts might be re- 
inforced and open fire on the allied 
fleet and prevent for a time the land- 
ing of troops and supplies, that a 
demand for their surrender was made.

We published on the Sth_ instant a 
Reuter’s telegram stating that the British 
Consul from Nagasaki had urged before 
the Steamship Subsidies Commission. at 
home that « subsidy should be granted to 
a British line to Japan, In reference to 
this the following extract from Mr. A. H. 
Lay's recently “issued ‘Report on the 
Foreign Trade of Japan for the year 1900” 
is of interest : 

British shipping shows au inerease of 133, 
vessels, 499,599 tons, as compared with 
1899. ‘The Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Company have suld their two 
steamers which used to run between Hong- 
kong and Yokoliama earrying passengers 
and cargo, and at times, mails, ‘The 
Rosetta and Robiilla are now in capanese 
hands. It would appear as if the company 
had found themselves unable to compete 
with the heavily subsidised German,French, 
and Japanese mail lines, and had, in the 
meantime ut least, abandoned « struggle 
which they had for some time carried on at 
a disadvantage and with little success. 

Passengers wishing to travel home now by 
a British mail line must proceed first to 
Shanghai or Hongkong, cither by the in- 
termediate vessels of the Peninsular and 
Oriental, or by vessels belonging to some 
other line, [tis regrettable that the British 
Mercantile Marine is not beter represented 
in these wate 

‘An enquiry addressed to a passenger in- 
tending to proceed to Europe vii India as to 
tho line he will travel hy clieits. the almost 
invariable response, “Shy German mail.” 
Phe Nord-Deutseher Lloyd continues to 
own the most commodious and best- 
appointed vessels on this route.

Is view of the forthcoming trial in the 
Bouse of Lords of Eur] Russell on a charge 
of bigamy it is interesting to recall the 
circumstances attendant upon ths last 
trial by his brother peers of an English 
Lord. "On the Lith of Febraary, 1841, ths 
Enel of Cardigan was tried in the House of 
Lords for shooting at Captain Tuckett, 
with intent todo him bodily harm, ‘The 
case broke down on a formal objection 
raised by the prisoner's counsel, Sir 
William ‘Tollett.. The prosecution, he 
said, had failed in proving « material’ pact 
of their case, inasmuch as no evidence had 
been givon that Captain Harvey Garnett 
Phipps Tuckett was the person alleged to 
have been on Wimbledon Common, wher 
th occurrence took place, on the previous 
12th of September, and whose ead only bore 
the name Captain Harvey Luckett. The 
peers present returned a verdict of * Not, 
Guilty,” with the exgeption of the Duke of 
Cloveland, who added * Not guilty, legally, 
upon my honour.” ‘The duel—for that is 
was—arose over a dispute between the Karl 
and Captain Tuckett through the buter 
making certain statements which his lord- 
ship supposed reflected on his honour as a 
gentleman, ‘Che sezond ball fired by the 
Earl at twelve yard's ‘distance struck 
Tuckett in the back part of the lower ribs, 
but without fatal results, 


A connesroxpest sends the Tines” 
the following account of a man at one time 
very well known in Japan, and still known

‘The death occurred in London, at the 
cond of last mouth, of Mr. Henry Brunton, 
M.Inst.C.E., « man who holds a noteworthy 
place in the history of the international 
relations between Japan and this country. 
The treaty negotiated by Lord Elgin with 
































Japan stipulated that the coast shoukl be 
ighted and buoyed ior the safely of 
general_ navigation, When Sir Hurry 
Parkes drew the attention of the Japanese 
Government, in 1868, to this clause, which 
had not been fulfilled, he was informed 
that they were perfectly willing to carry 
out their obligations, but their ignorance 
and inexperience made them unwblo to 
fulfil them without further advice, Finally 
Mr. Brunton wns selocted to aid them 
on the advice of Messrs. Stevenson, of the 
Scotch Lizhthouse Board, On his atrival 
in Japan he found that the work before 
him was not so simple as building light- 
houses in his native country. Sir Harry 
Parkes persuaded tho English Admlral then 
n China to let him have the use of the 
patch steamer Manila, and in that Me. 
Brunton and his staff made a tour round 
the coasts of Japan, visiting some 20 sites, 
and making the necessary surveys and 
calculations. In 10 years’ time he had 
built 50 lighthouses, and had arranged a 
compete Government department for theie 
maintenance. He further reported on, 
and made the plans for, the removal of 
the bars at the mouths ‘of the rivers, on 
which the Government officials are event 
yet working. His design for the harbour 
in Yokohama Bay was thought too expe 
sive by the Governm-nt at the time, but 
that subsequently adopted was on his 
lines, He also started the telegraph 
system in Japan, and introduced methods 
of cunstenetiny bridges, buildings, &e., to 
withstand earthquuke’ shocks. On the 
completion of his lighthonse york hé 
returned to this country. Before his 
departure he was presented to the Mikado, 
who gave him a special banquet in his 
summer palace and a handsome present in 
recognition of his services. It is not tow 
much to say that Mr, Brunton’s completo 
and permatent success in all that he un- 
dertook for Japan had much to do with 
the gradual rise of the feelings uf respect 
and admiration with which the Japanese

THE EMPEROR'S BROTHER. 
12th July. 


Prince Curvy, the younger brother 
of the Emperor Kuang sii, who is 
said to be a very pleasant bright 
young prince, sharing, as so many of 
the younger and more intelligent 
Manchus do, the desire for Western 
enlightenment and reform which led 
to the Emperor's temporary eclipse, 
is expected shortly at Shanghai on his 
way to Berlin, ° Germany has accept- 
ed him as the Envoy of the Emperor 
to apologise for the barbarous murder 
of Baron von Keitteler now more than 
a year ago, wud it is understood that 
he is well pleased to have this oppor- 
tunity of making acquaintance on the 
spot with Europe and its civilisation. 
We sincerely trust that the Municipal 
Council, as the proper representatives 
of the leading foreign city in the Far 
East, are prepa ive him 
suitable welcome when he arrives, for 
he is not merely the accredited re- 
presentative and nearest rel: 
the rightfal Sovereign of China, but 
he wiil be the first Manchu Prince of 
the Blood in some centuries bo cross 
the boundaries of the Chinese Empire. 
It is only natural that the German 
authorities here should endeavour to 
impress him with the extent of their 
interests in Shanghai, and it is just 
aswell that the Municipal Council, 
as representing the whole community, 
should take such a position on his 
arrival as will make it clear to 
him that this is an international 
settlement in which citizens and sub- 
jects of all the Western Powers live 
nnd work together in harmonious 
union. It was, we believe, the inten- 

. tion of General Creagh, had he re- 
mained here, to turn out the British 
Contingent here in honour of the 
Prince, and perhaps General Richard- 
son will also see the propriety of 
paying this compliment to our visitor. 

It has been objected that Prince 
Chun is on a mission of penitence, 
and that therefore it would be ont of 
place for the Municipal Council to 
make any demonstration in his kon- 
our, If it were ascertained that the 
Germans, who ave most immediately 
concerned, would take no official notice 
of his visit, it might be desirable to 
follow their lead, but as this is not 
the case, the Council must not make 
the penitential character of his mis- 
sion an excuse for neglecting the 
opportunity to show the Enxperor's 
brother what a city in China can be 
under Western rule. It must be 
remembered that while Prince Chun 
is officially going to Peking to repre- 
sent the murderers of the late Ger- 
man Minister, he is personally the 
representative of the great body of 
the Chinese people who hate the 
faction that was really guilty of

A PERPLEXING SITUATION. 

‘The time has come for Peking to be 
handed back to the Chinese to administer 
and to control, The transfer, bow is 
inly partial. Peking might be said to be 
governed by a foreign protectorate, much 
as Manchuria is governed by Russ 
otticers. Chinese may administer, but with 
foreign dictation. ‘The situation is some- 
what’ annoying and perplexing to the 
Chinese: 

Before the Field-Marshal Count on 
Waldersee left, he yave Li Hung-chang to 
understand that transfer would be permit- 
ted by the end of Fine, as s9on as 3,000 of 
Governor Yuan Shih-kai’s best _ tro 
should arrive to keep in check all disturb- 
ors of the peace.

the part.of the Chinese. ‘The Chinese were 
at first informed that no Chinese soldiers 
should be allowed on anard, so long as 
foreign soldiers were still stationed in the 
city outside the legatinn area, Tt was 
then agreed that the Manchu soldiers under 
the Military Govervor, or Banner Troops, 
mizht be employed in police work, but xs 
police only. At first it was also stipulated 
that Chinese police should earry no we: 
pons, but at least certain sections, allow 
them, to carry revolvers, but no ‘rifles. 
Foreign soldiers have been needed to keep 
the city in order, and rifles have been ew 
ed by them, while the Chinese must gavern 
equally well, but with less power to force 
compliance.

He hoped they would under- 
stand he did not come before them as an 
advocate of the scheme, but asa member 
of the community who happened to have 
given a certain amount of attention to 
fmancial matters in China, and recognis- 
ing there was a serious diticulty to be 









































solved he had ventured to come for- 
ward with suggestions by way of 
solution. The most he elaiwed for 





his paper was that he had pat down what 
appeared to him » possible working scheme 
quite fall of faults and capable of much 
improvement, but still he ventured to 
put it forward as groundwork upon which 
something better might be built up. He 
did not coms forward, either, as an ad- 
vocate of the Chinese Government to en- 
able them to raise revenue; that was not 
his business at all, but in commercial 
matters they here as merchants were so 
mixed up with the welfare of China that the 
fivo were indissoluble. They cou'd not 
expeot to prosper as merchants unless they 
had a prosperous country behind them. 
position now was that the Chinese 
Government had to raise a good deal more 
revenue. Ignorant as they were of all the 
ciples of economy it was to be feared 
hat they would cast about not for the best 
means but for the readiest, and one of those 
was by increasing the likin in the interior of 
thecountry. For many years likin had been 
an incubus upon trade. He had unbound- 
ed faith in the commercial and industrial 
instincts of the Chinese people, but those 
couid not | ave their way ualess the trammels 



































at present hanging over them were re- 
moved. By his scheme he proposed to hive 





free trade throughout such portions of the 
country as were in effet kingdoms. Tfthat 
could “be carried out he believed there 
would be such an expansios of trade as 
would more than recoup them fur the iu- 
creased duties. They hud, of course, wo 
control over the officials, but he tho 
way in which they had observeil the agrea- 
ment regarding opium—with which they 
pad all charges at the port uf entry 
4 guarantee that they would re-pect the 
arrangement he proposed. Explaining 
his scheme of ‘c.mmere'al basins” the 
speaker said that, for instance the Lowe: 
Yangtze would include Hankow, Slang! 
ws, ond possibly Nanking ; and all 
the country round, Wythin tht ares there 
would be’ no tasxtion upon any yoods, 
native or foreign, exerpt when they passed 
into auother “commercial basin.” H+ 
had uot wore carefully into the boundaries 
of these basins, but, no doubt, they could 
be arranged. According to his plan goods 
from the North to Shanghai or from Shang- 
hei to the North would pay equivslent to 
the foreign tariff. which he believed ¢ 
trade would stand. He cone'uded hy i 
ing questions. 5 
Mr. E. A, Probst said that two 
years ago when the subject of ta 
was mooted the consensus of opinion W 
in favour of 10 per cent ad valorem duty 
which would frank goods throughout the 
whole of China and dy away entirely with 
likin. He did not see why they should go 
back upon that opinion. The only disterence 
was that then they formulated ‘no scheme 
as to how it was to he carried out, and at 
the present moment Mr. Jamieson 
considerably assisted them in that direction. 
Whether Mr, Jameson's scheme was 




































































feasible in its entirety he was not prepared 
quod 


to say, but there wes nv doubr 
groundwork upon which the higher 
thoriti-s could work, He would like 19 a 
Mr. Jamieson whether his scheme included 
exports of Chinese goods. 


‘Mr, Jamieson—Certainly. What I wish 
to press upon the Chinese G-vernment is 
not merely should they abolish all li 
that is to say on tea, fur instarce, but th: 

should pay uo export duty. 


Mr. Probst said the present duty on silk 
yalue Pls. 350 a picul by the time it arrived 
in Shanghai was about Tis. 30 to ls, 34 a 
picul—roughly 10 per cent. During the 
present season the mandarius in Hangchow 
wauted to impose an extra. squueze of $2, 
but some of the Chinese traders represent 
ed it to the foreign merchants and through 
some of the leading officials here the 
attempt was squashed. 


Mr. G. Jamieson said he b-lioved the 
Chinese Government would be well w:lvised 
to abolish all export duty whatsocver, for 
it would be recouped by the enharced im- 
port duty. His theory was that the more 
you export the more you will import, and if 
you do not export” you cannot import. 
Unless « Chinaman got money from the 
produce of the soil and the resut of his 
labour he could not hay importet article: 
Unless there was a balance cf trade in 
favour of China he did not see how sie 
could pay her way. She had ne yold to 
export, and if she began to export silver le 
did not know what would happen ; probably 
in five or six years it would result in hee 
bankruptcy. 

































Mr. J. W. Jamieson, British Comnrerci 
Attaché, said that the scheme before the 
meeting practically enabled the Chinese to 
pay the whole indemnity, and gave them 
a good deal besides. He advised the 
Association to give their fullest support to 
the scheme on account of the trade thit 
would fullow, and urged them as merchants 
to enter into the serious consideration of 
such problems and keep their represeata- 
tives well posted. 





The Chairman expressed the pleasure | 





with which the members had listeued to

perhaps through the Chamber of Commerce 
ihey wou'd be asked to give their views.

On Thursday afternoon, at the Central 
Hotel, an extraordinary meeting was held 
of

innited, The chair was occupied by Mr. E. 
we, who was supported by Messrs. H. J. 
Thiby. and J. a. Stowart (Directors), and 
W.ASC. Platt (Legal Adviser). There was 
a large attendance 

In reply to the Chairman, Mr. Stewart 
(Secretary) suid that he hud received a let- 
ter from the Directors of the Company 
tendering their resignations. 

At the invitation of the Chairman, Mr. 
Limby rose to give an explanation of the 
reasons which actuated the Directors in re- 
signing. He stated that at the annual 
meetings of the Company which had taken 
place since the Directors had been upon 
the Board, not one of the sharehe!ders:had 
ever done anything to encourage the efforts 
made on the shareholders’ behalf ; had not 
sympathised with them in their troubles 
and ditticult es, nor ‘damned them with 
faint praise.” "On the contrary, at the x1 
nual meeting in 1900, the frst meeting 
since the establishment of the Company at 
which they were able toshow that they could 
pay adividend and that the business was on 



























a sound bisis, some of the shareholders! 


iesued an express in which the accounts, 
which they (the Directors) had endea- 
voured to lick into shape, and for 
which they were not responsible before 
they joined the Board and the losses 
of which they had to pay before » 
profit could be shown, were held up 
to ridicule. Instead of assisting them i 

their efforts, these shareholders tricd to 
throw obstacles in their way by means of 
the native servants. In very few companies 
was it necessary for the Directors to meet 
every week, but until a short time ago they 
found it absolutely necessary to do so, the 
many troubles and yexations attendant 
upon running a hotel calling for constant 
attention, and they were anxious to firmly 
establish the financial position of the com- 
pany. Proceeding, Mr. Limby said that. 
to the 28th February, 1898, the Profit and 
Loss Account showed a debit of $18,152.87, 
the company having lost in 1896-97 
$12,100.69 and_ in "1897-98 $6,052.18. 
In July, 1898, Mr. Page and himself joined 
the Board, and in 1898-9) there was a 
further loss in consequence of the impera- 
tive necessity of closing the Stores, which 
were a drag on the Company and caused a 
loss of $6,731.07. This was remetied by 
the reduction of the share value from £20 
to $15, and the Company was relieved of 
its incubus and placed in a healthy, 
dividend-paying position. They also re- 
turned £3.70 per share from surplus funds, 
thus reducing shares to $12, on which 
was lost from original capital $4.3) per 
share. In the balance sheet {+ the end 
of 1899 a first profit was shown of 
$4,541.92, on which a dividend was paid 
of five per cent for the first time, and 
for this account they had the satisfac- 
tion of reading the express to which re- 
ference was made. To the end of last year 
there was 4 profit of $11,200 and a dividend

of fifteen per cent was paid. For the Srst 
ix months of the present year a net profit 
was made of nearly $10,000, and an 
interim dividend paid of $1 per share. 
There was also a depesit of $20,000 at the 
Hongko»g and Shanghai Bank. ‘These 
figures, he thought, told their own tale. 
When ‘the Directors piloted the derelict

‘Those shareholders who wished to 
remore them from the Board of Directors 
saw fit to put their wishes in the form of a 
resolution at the instigation of a former 
managing director of the Company. When 
the Directors took action with regard to 
the buffet they were only doing that which 
was for the protection of the interests of 
the shareholders as a whole. It should 
have been done sooner, and if the other 
Directors had had their way it would 
have been done svoner, and he did not 
think any board of directors would see fit 
toopen itagiin. The Directors had re- 
signed, and it was now for the shareholders 
to decide what action should be taken witly| 
[regard to the business which he and his 
colleagues had tried faithfully to manage 
for the last three years. 

‘Mr. W. W. Clifford proposed that the 
resignation of the Directors should be 
accepted. He said that Mr. Limby was 
going out of his way when he said that the 
shareholders had treated him discourteous- 
ly. He was present at the meetings of 
the company when votes of thanks were 
passed to the Directors, and the remark was 
most uncalled for. Personal remarks had 
been introduced upon various subjects, and 
shareholders had been abused for frequent-

‘Mr. Limby replied that the Directors 
considered they had been tr ated with 
diseourtesy when that express eirenl- 
ated, making aj ke of ther accounts which 
they had done their best to put into some 
shape, and for the previous state of which 
they were in no way responsible. This 
express was circulated by shareholders and 
countenanced ly them. He hoped for 
the sake of his fellow men that it was not 
endorsed by allof them.

‘Mr, Clifford said that in reference to the 
Chairman’s remark that a firm of broker 
were trying to get hold of the business, h 
liad very good authority for saying that no 
effort had been made to purebase it yet by 
ny party—not even by the one Hongkew 
w ‘As to whether the hotel had been 
inismanaged lately, he would say nothing. 
When the greas body of shareholders: 
requested that the hotel ‘should be regarded 
more especially in the light of a club, they 
were told that what was there was oot 
enough for them. They were accused of 
being nobodies, although they were the 
original persons who put up their money 
to buy the hotel, and were entitled to fair 
treatment. Whew the original complaint 
was made it was a subject which could 
have been arranged, but since then it had 
qoown, ‘The requisitionists had purchased 
a large number of shares and \ ished to 
have a show at this meeting. The Direc- 
tors had realised that and had resigned. 
He was glad that they had done so, as 
it would save personaities. sto the 
sale of the business everyone knew, who 
was acquainted with money matters, that 
the shareholders must first be consulted 
Lefore any step could be taken. 

Mr. Shekury seconded the motion that 
the resignation of the urs should be 
accepted, 

Mr. A. A. Penny moved an amendment 
in favour of the 1 ivectors continuing in 
office, and expressed the hope that they 
would reconsider their determination to 
resign. 

This was seconded by » shareholier. 

Mr. J. Price remarked that he thonght 
there were employees of the Company in 
that hotel who were interested in other 
boarding houses.

thought that they had done their duty. 
If a majority of them thought they had 
done their duty to the Company. they 
would be in a position to reconsider their 
resignation, of course if the requisitionist, 
for there was only one, was prepared 
to stand by the resu.t of a show of hands 
at that meeting.

‘Mr. Clifford said that the shareholders 
who thought with him had every confidence 
of winning on a show of hands, but their 
interests were too great to leave it to that.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The second annual meeting of the 
Shanghai Meat Supply Associstion, Ld., 
was held on Friday evening at the otfic-s 
ofthe Association, 1154, Broadway. ‘The 
chair was occupied by Mr. L. Moore, who 
was supported by Mr. J. W. Gande 
Director). 

‘The Secretary (Mr. W. H. Juckson), 
having vead the notice convening the 
meeting, and the minutes of the last 
meeting, the Chairman expressed regret at 
having to. put before the meeting such a 
bad result on the year’s working. He 
could assure them that it was only on 
going through the accounts that the 
Directors discovered there was so much 
money outstanding. ‘They had succeeded 
in bringing in several of these outstanding 
debts, but he was afraid that some would 
have to be recovered throu:sh legal process. 
Again, they had not received the suj port 
which'they might expect from a European 
community. ‘The reduction of the webts 
from SL4,000 to $12,000 would not suffice. 
People who ran up big bills there seemed 
to think the assocication was a charityble 
institution, and it was a grext shame for 
customers to keop on putting off the settle- 
ment of their accounts, ‘The lnssrs amount- 
ed-on an average to $500 month, and 
the Directors were of o,inion that be- 
fore every thing was sivallowed up. it 
would be better to yo into liquidation. 
Before the Report nnd Accounts were 
passed he would be glad to answer any 
question. 

In reply toMr. Brumfield, the Clsirman 
said that from the Ist of April Inst year to 
the 3ist March this year, the total sales 
realised $76,739.58. The crisis up North 
had created 's higher price for cattle, buc 
no extra charge had been made for the 
meat. ‘The working expenses of the 4 
ciation for the year amounted to $3,283. 
Salaries came to about $8,000. 

Mr, Brumfield said that it seemed to 
him simply a matter for retrenchment to 
put the business on a paying footing. 

In reply to farther questions, the Chair- 
man stated that during the’ last three 
months sales realised $15,432, and 
$13,773 16 had gone to disbursements. If 
the bills for the sales were paid up there 
would be a profit of $1,659. He was sorry 
however to say that no calculations would 
alter the facts of the case—the business 
was being worked ut a loss. ‘They spent 
about $800 a month, He certainly thought 
there was too much paid in salaries, 

Mr. S. R. Gale said that a manager who 
received $270 a month ought to keep his 
directors better posted in the business 
than seemed to have been done in this 
case. ‘The business could be runat a little 
profit to better advantage, and would 
Teceive grenter support from the publi 

Mr. Gande, in the course of some 
marks, said that after two years’ working 
the directors were justly of opinion that 
that business could not pay, and 
that the best thing to do was to go in- 
to voluntary liquidation. He m 
tained that it was practically impossible 
to cut down the expenses $500 and work 
the undertaking at a profit.

Does 
uy nation lose by stretching out a helping. 
hand_to another in its time of distress? 
The Chinese know well that it is not the 
main objvct of the Engtish and America 
Governments to spend a great deal of 
money on ammunition, with which to 
crust ow wenker race, but that they 
would much prefer to see the same money 
Inid out on some method for advancing the 
true welfare of our country. ‘The results 
obtained by spending money on the crush- 
ing system are not to. be compared with the 
benefits canferred on a nation by using the 
same, say, for the spread of education. 
May I be excused for laying before my 
readers a few figures? Say that of the 
450,000,000 tals’ indemnity money the 
one-forty-tifth were allowed to be deducted 
and used to open public schools in the 
following ten places: Chilli, Shantun; 
Honan, Anhui, the two Kiang, Chékia 
Fukien, Hupeh, and at Nanking—that 
cach of these places 100,000° taels be 
devoted to the erection of buildings, and 
fitting them with a'l the requisites for 
yond higher class schools. . Té the remain- 
ing 9,000,000 taels were put in the Bank, 
they would yield interest, at 5 per cent, to 
the amount of 450,000 taels—which sum 
would be used in defraying the necessary 
oxpenses of the schools. Say, then, that 
cuch school could accommodate « thousand 
pupils, and, at the end of the (five years’) 
school course, we have brought under a good 
educational system ten thousand pupils. 
Yerrly examinations should be. held, and 
at, the close of the school course, cor- 
tificates should he granted to the successful 
candidates entitling them to teach them- 
selves, Ab this rate of reckoning we 
should have, seattered through our country, 
60,000 persons edacatel in our Public 
Schools, and too, we should be ab’e to 
hand hack to our generous helpers the 
9,000,000 taels, by the use of whose interest 
Chins has been put in a position to help 
herself. 

Lask my foreign readers whether they 
wish to see this money wrenched from 
the people, or given back to them in 
the way I have put before you? But T 
must say, though Iam a Chinese, that this 
money ought always to remain in the hands 
of foreigners. ‘The schools may be under 
the direction of Chinese officials, but. the 
money, if loft in their hands, which in 
thirty years was to have secured the wel- 
fare of the people, would have gone ta the 


















































lining of these olficials’ purses. I should 
suggest its being und r the management of 
the missionaries, who have alre dy done so 
much towards the up-lifting of the Chinese. 
We find, whether in ports or interior, 
wherever missionaries are established, 
schools are opened, the natives are more 
enlightened, and a reform of heart as well 
as of life taught amongst the people. 

In closing I must ald that there are too 
few amongst the Chineso-authorities ready 
or willing to undertake this great task of 
education, and so appeal to the Foreign 
Powers. We look with envious eyes on 
Japan, we watch her, though we may not 
approve, put on forergn dress, and look on 
it as a type of how inwardly she is clothing 
her thouzhts and heart with the better and 
higher civilisation of the west. Bat we 
hear frequently the abjectinn raiset : Why 
should not China help herself? Why 
always call in the aid of foreigners? To 
go back to my opening illustration : How 
can’a sick man help himself alone ? China’s 
‘disease’ is at an acute stage. Help her 
now, and she, when she is put on her feet, 
will be a strong ally 10 those who have 
come with timely medicine to her assistance

CELEBRATION IN SHANGUAL 


The local celebration of the French 
Nations! Féte must be written down a 
great success. Fine wea'her, large crows 
of participants of ininy nationalities, pat- 
riotie enthusiasm, ant an attractive 
play of French power avd resources ia this 
put of the Far East, combined to make it 
in every way noteworthy and enjoyable. 
Everything passel off without a iuishap, 
the review of troops on Saturday after: 
noon, the torchlight procession in the 
evening, and the receptions and spec 
making at the Consulate on Sunday, and 
we congratulate our French neighbours on 
the result of their effirts to make the 
occasion a memorable one. 

Elaborate preparations were made in 
the way of decorations, and on Satur- 
day morning the Bund was gay from end 
toend with fags and bunting. A. trium- 
phal arch was erected at the entrance te the 
Settlement, and in its preparation quite a 
little forest of timber and greeve y 
used, the work required for its evmpletion 
exten ling over » week. Long rows of 
bunting Deanched off behind on cither side, 
and from the lines taken across the road 
from pole to pole, plieed at equal distances 
apart, were suspended French flags and 
Japanese lanterns. ‘The fect. produced was 
distinetly picturesque, and its spectacular 
attributes were enhanced by the brillianey 
of the illuminations at night.” 

Long before the appointed hour — 
o'clock in the afternoon—for the review of 
the French troops stationed in Shanghai by 
Rear Admiral Basle and the French Consul, 
M. Raterd, the footways on the Bund were 
crowded with foreigners and Chinese bent 
on seeing the march past. In front of the 
Consulate a stand had been erected for the 
use of guests and privilyed visitors, and 
it-wwas son occupied by a numerous com- 
pany of ladies and gentlemen, amongst 
whom were M. and Mme, Ratard, the 
Taorai and his ost of the European 
Consuls and their wives, and all the lead- 
ing members of the French Colony. ‘There 
was also a large attenance of British, 
German, and Italian officers.

4g held in Lowrie Memorial Chapel 
Shanghai, on the 29th of May, 1901, was 
the tirst ‘Conference on Day-schools’ ever 
held in China, As the pioneer meeting it 
was of necessity an experiment. But 
rarely has au experiment more fully justi- 
fied “its advocates. Not to indulge in 
superlatives, it was the unanimous opinion 
of the foreigners present that the con- 
ference was a surprising success. And a 
success due, not so much to the presence 
and contributions of foreigners, as to the 
largo attendance, excellent. spirit, tulent, 
and intelligence of the Chinose teachers 
themselves. Besides the above qualities 

the progeessiveness and ambition of the 
natives were noticeable. Moreover, they 
readily acknowledzed the defects of the 
prevailing system and methods of day- 
schools, ‘and seemed eager for improve. 
tis,

NOTES ON THE NAVAL 
ANNUAL. 
ee

Following the example of Great Britai 
other nations lave begun war-ship con 
struction in “programmes.” France has 
started on her 1901 list _of six battleships, 
five cruisers, twenty-eight T.-B.D,’s, anda 
number of submarines, 

It is interesting to note that in France, 
as elsewhere, size has carried the day, aud 
the new battleships are to be bigger than 
anything France has built hitherto, We 
recently’ wrote on the progeess that has 
been made in submarine Wivigatiop, and 
there is as yet nothing new to add of auy 
importance.” Franee is giving much atten- 
tion to her Mediterranean bases, 

But by far the most important naval 
advance is being made by Germany, who 
has set herself. the task of constructing a 
navy, whose strength shall be ‘ two double 
squadrons, each consisting of a flagship 
and of two squadrons severally of eight 
battleships, eight large and_ twenty-four 
small cruisers for service with the fleets ; 
three large and ten small cruisers for ser- 
vice on foreign stations ; and a reserve of 
four battleships and three Jargo and four 
small cruisers.” Very interesting are, the 
speculations as to the use of this vast force, 
TateMst in it is kept up at home by means 
of a German Navy League, as successful 
and enthusiastic as its prototype in Eng- 
land. 

Russia continues steadily building and 
adding to her naval strength. ‘Tho most 
noticeable thing.as to its distribution at 
the moment is the unusually great propor: 
tion of itin Far Kastern waters. Financial 
and other difticultics have retarded the 
advance of Italian navalstrongth, which no 
longer holds the prominent place it did a 
few years ago. 

‘The 1901 programme of the United States 
contains nothing very startling, ‘Two 
battleships and two armoured cruisers of 
14,000 tons each are to be laid down, but 
a proposal to build additional submarines 
was rejected. 

Sapan ie perfecting her naval force in 
every possible way. Sho has now six 
battleships of the very first class, the 
Fuji, Yashina, Asahi, Hatsuse, Shikishima, 
and Mikasa, vessels which it is doubtful if 
any other power, even England, could equal. 
She has no second-class battleships, but 
the old Chin Yen still remains. Of first- 
class ccuisers she has half-dozen, also 
very fine vessels: the Asama, ‘Tokiwa, 
Azama, Yakumu, Idznne, and Iwate, 
Sho has ou second-class cruisers, and six 
third. Altogether, her war lect built and 
b consists ‘of Uhirty-two vessels, 
exclusive of torpedo-buats and destroyers, 

Every naval power gives. tho floeb more 
exs of annual exercise in the form of 
naval manceuvres. - TLis objected to these 
that they frequently are made almost 
farcical by the wide difference hetween the 
conditions under which are they held and 
those which would actu lly obtain in time 
of war. Still, valuable lessons were learnt 
feom the British autumn manceuvees last 
r, notwithstanding the comparative 
failure to carry out the expected opera- 
tions. ‘The valve of homogeneity in Hleety 
was shown, and the practical i ity 
of satisfactory work where ships lack it 
was proved to demonstration. Fleet colliens 
were shown to be indispensable, Doubt 
was thrown on the value of torp:do-boats 
at sea,and evenof destroyers, except under 
favourable conditions. It was proved that 
superior tactics may, as of old, win against 
superior strength, and experience showed 
that two hostile fleets may pass each other 
in the nigh: at three miles’ distance with- 
out either of them knowing it ! 

‘The *‘Annual” zoes, as was to be expectod, 
into the datails of “Boiler Eticieney” and 
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Marine Engineering as a whole, devoting an 
an interesting, though technicalchapter, to 
the subject. Into this we need not enter, 
but we must find room for just one extract 
which will do much to explain a difficulty 
which many laymen havefelt when contrast- 
ing the regularity and excellence of the per- 
formances of the best merchant ships with 
the frequently poor results obtained in the 
avy. 

“Tt will be seen,” says the “ Annual” 
iter, “from the details here given, how 
cult it is to design a warship to give 
satisfactory economy. The average mer- 
chant vessel has boilers and engines pro- 
portioned for giving the best results at the 
one speed she always runs at. Her engines 
need not be too big, aud her boilers may 
be big enough. ‘The figh’ing ship must 
have very big engines for high fighting 
speed, arid these are wasteful at lower or 
ordinary speeds, But to give this figh 
speed the boilers must be light, that is, 
sina}l, and they are wasteful at hizh speeds, 
Inother words, when the engines are doing 
well the boilers are not, and vice vers.” 
‘Vico-Admiral Bridye ‘writes on “ War 
nd its Chief Lesson,” and, though a 
ailor, has an eye for the lessons to be 
learnt from land warfare. He goes into 
history to show that many eises may be 
found in which the side which was expected 
to win did not, owing to. some deficiency 
which peace training and formalism had 
overlooked, Heis severe on “the unremitt- 
ing eayerness of military writers to extol 
the special qualities developed by long- 
continued service habits and methods, 
They are unsleepingly apprehensive,” he

Captain’ Bacon writes a chapter on naval 
strategy. He lays down the good old 
British rule, as applicable maw as ever. 
“The main ‘object of a naval war is the 
destruction of the opposing tleet . 
to do this with the lest possible loss to 
your own fleet, but ut all events to do it.” 
He shows that’ the groat question of the 
day from a naval point of view is, what 
WAl be the condition oven of a victorious 
fleet after a battle? Will it or will it not 
be a “fleet in being?” Then follows an 
interesting discussion +f naval strategy, 
the use of naval bases, lines of communica: 
tion, and the like. How important the 
possession of plentiful eoaling stations 
hecomes, is seen from the considera- 
tion pointed out by Captain Bacon, 
viz, that the fleet which has them to 
rely upon cin by mere ‘oval strategy,” 
ie., by driving its enemy at high speed, 
force him either to action or to scurry off 
to his nearest shelter. Should he be well 
out at sea, he migh’ he run to a s'andst ll. 
On the other hand, he shows how Malta 
might prove a naval Ladysmith, should 
there be war operations in the Mediter- 
ranean, 

But ‘there are endless considerations 
about which nothing but the practical test 
of actual war can say the last word. All 
that can be done, and must be done by 
England, whose existence depends upon 
her fleet, is to follow with jealous care 
every move of every possible foe, and 
make every possible effort to meet and 
‘overcome them,

our columus, the more so as we do not 
hesitate to claim to have been easily first in 
ling to the world a reliable vision of 
ian ambitions, justify ux in giving pro- 
minence to the excellent work of Sir. 
Hosie, whose book, just published, ix a 
further weleome reminder of the fact that 
our Consular serviee possesses in him an 
observer and writer of a very able character; 
his former works stand high in the matter 
of authority on Far Eastern travel and 
nothing can be more instructive at the pre- 
sent moment than his handling of the com- 
meree and resources of Manchuria. In these 
busy days many of our readers may ha 
mised the review of Mr. Hosie’s book whi 
appeared in “The Times” of the 
and the excellence of it is 
excuse for its reproduction in full:— 
Mr. Hosie, the author of “Manchuri 
People, Resources, and recent History 
had much experience of that province, for 
hesides having been in charge of the British 
Consulate at Newehwang for several years, 
he has travelled widely in Manchuria and 
lias made special studies of its chief indust- 
ries. The earlier chapters of this volume 
are devoted to a description of the journeys 
from which he derived the impression that 
the internal trade of the province ix enor- 
mous. All through the winter, when the 
roads are frost-bound, and therefore suitable 
for traffic, they are thronged with carts 
conveying’ produce to various points on the 
River Liao and to other commercial con- 
tres. Mr. Hosie has travelled in many 
parts of China, and has sven the great salt 
and piece-gools trate in the Western 
provinces, “hut [never su a sight which, 
Trom its magnitude, impressed me x0 
much with the vast’ trade of China as 
the carrying trade from north to 
in Manchuria.” On one road he me 
a thousand carts in a day, each drawn 
average team of fi mals, 
beans, tobacco, hemp, dressed pigs, and sk 
as well as large droves of black pigs 
going south. “At one place, where 2 
cult gully had to be erosed, there w 
least one mile of carts, three’ deep, waiting 
their turn to pass it.” ” At another place the 
tratfic in all these products and many others, 
the vehicles, animals, and people, reminded 
him of the Strand on one of its busiest days, 
This is in winter. In spring, summer, and 
autumn, the men and animals are at ‘work 
in the fields, for the roads are soft aud untit 
for travel; but in these seasons the rivers 
are thronged_ with junks earrying away the 
produce and bringing in foreign goods. A 
forest of masts lines One bank of the river at 
Newchwang during these seasons and disap- 
pears in November into the interior. About 
23,000 junks of from 7 to 14 tons each and 
making an average of eight trips each dur- 
ing the season carry on the Liao river trade. 
Moreover, it appears that since the Japanese 
war the trade of Manchuria has trebled. 
and Mr. Hosie believes it to amount to 15 
millions sterling, of which a very large part 
is absorbed by beans and their products, 
such as bean cake and bean oil, silk and 
gold coming next in importance as éxports. 
And yet Mr. Hosie estimates that not more 
than’a fifth of the whole arable land of the 
pruvinee Js at. present under eultvation 
Millet is the chief grain grown, but “ Man- 
churia is an ideal wheatfield.? As for its 
wealth, gold is widely distributed, there are 
-usive coalfields,and iron is found ia prox- 
tothem. The existing industries of, 
‘great commerial importance are those con- 
nected with bean products or extracts, salt, 
and a spirit derived from millet. All 
these, ax well as the fur trade, and the 
physical features of the country, the admini- 
stration and the population, Mr. Hosie des- 
cribes with the conscientious care of the ex- 
pert observer. His picture is that of a 
country of enormous, though very partially 
developed, agricultural wealth, and of con-

mercial world of the West should not_allow 
to be closed to its manufactures. With a 
vast industrious popglation from whieh to 
draw its labour, Manchuria, if left to. itself, 
would become one of the granaries of Axia, 
and in time as wealthy’ as the Yangtze 
Valley, allowance being imade for the grea 
ter rigour of its climate. Mr. Hoste has 
written a kind of encyclopedia of Man- 
chuvia, with especial reference to its pro- 
ducts and trade, and his book is especially 
useful at the preseut moment when the 
future of the country appears uncertain, 
In particular it deserves the careful atten- 
tion of our merchants and manu 
and of all others concerned in the _commer- 
cial aspects of the present situation in Chit 
It is reasonable to suppose that there is 
wide knowledge amongst — merehants 
als at honie, and abroad, on the subject 
alt with, but if Mr. Hosie ean 
cuny conviction to any who have hitherto 
considered that our chim to. an honest 
open door” in Manchuria has no aim but 
to hamper Russia in her course of expansion, 
he has done well.

An inquest was opened at the British 
Consular Gaol, Amoy Road, yesterday 
morning, on the body of Alfred Boyce, who 
died in his cell at the Gaol at 7 o’clock that 
morning. 

‘The jury having viewed the body, 

The Coroner said that he had given in- 
alructions for a post mortern examination 
to be made. The inquest would have to be 
adjourned, but he thought they had better 
first hear the evidence of Cousular Constable 
Burtenshaw, as his duties might prevent 
him attending the adjourned inquest. 

Touathan “Burtens aw, sworn, said—I 
received deceased on Saturday, the 13th 
inst. He had been sentenced to 8 month’s 
hard Jabour for drunkenness. I noticed he 
was a little shaky through drink, as he had 
been before. I may say he has been here 
five times previously for drunkenness. He 
told me he had been drinking heavily aud 
did not feel very well on that account. I 
did not put him to hard labour as the war- 
rant stated. I thought I would give him 
‘an opportunity to get over the drink and 
in the meantime I would see the doctor 
and ask him if the man was fit for hard 
labour, He took his tea all right on 
Saturday, and as he was able to take 
his food, I did not consider it necessary to 
call the doctor; I had seeu him in the same 
atate before, He told me he had only been 
drinking two days this time, He took 
exercise on Sunday with the other men ; he 
also took his food, but complained that he 
had not slept the previous night. He 
could not sleep owing to the drink. On 
Monday morning he told me he had fever. 
I said “Take all the food that is allowed 
I don’t think you have fever; you 
‘fare suffering from the effects of dri 
However, I will take your temperature and 
if I find you have fever I will call the 
doctor.” 1 took his temperature and found 
he had no fever. I said “ How do you feel 
generally? payee than on Saturday?” 
He said“ Yes, I’m improving.” He took his 
cercise in the afternoou. I saw him about 
st-four and did not uotice anything 

yeculine about him. He did not complain. 

fe had two or three men ailing, so I told 
Mr. Brun, the second constable, to go round 
to the doctor and leave word for him to call 
the next day. At 5 o'clock this morning 
the bell, which connects my room with the 
gaol, woke me up. I looked out to see 
what was the matter. The native watch- 
man said Boyce had been very noixy all 
night, since miduight. Tsaid “What's the 
matter?” He replied that Boyce had been 
kicking the bed clothes about and shouting 
and generally carrying on like a 
drunken man. I said that I would 
go down at once. In less than five mi 
just as T was going down, the watchman 
‘came again and said that Boyce was 

wiet and not moving much. T rushed 
down into the gaol and into the cell, calling 
the second constable on my way. I found 
Boyce on his back in the middle of the cell. 
He was struggling a little, and his hands 
were clenched and his eyes glaring. He 
looked to me as though in a fit. This would 
be about a-quarter past five. I loosened 
his shirt and did what T could for him. 
When the second cons table arrived, Iw 
to see Dr. Marshall and explained every- 
thing to him. He said he wonld come to 
see the man, and told me to pour 
water on his head if he was not yet out of 
the fit when T got back. I went back to 
the gaol and did so. Deceased seemed 
partly to realise what 1 was doing, but 
did not speak. I left him with Mr. Bruo, 
and went to fivish dressing. Very soon, 
however, Iwas sent for again a3 the man was 
worse. I went back to the cell and on 




































seeing Boyce, I said to Mr. Brun that I 
thought the man was dying. I said “make 
him as comfortable as you can. T'll go 


again for Dr. Marshall.” “They put him on 
hig bed and I went 


to Dr. Marshall 
told him I thought the mau was 
dyi he was breathing very shortly 
and hard. Dr. Marshall ssid he would 
come at once. When I got back to the 
gaol, the second constable told me that 
Boyce had at7 o'clock. Dr. Marshall 
came a few minutes later. Since the 3lst 
March, 1900, deceased has been in gaol six 
times for drunkenness. 

The Coroner here explained that his sent- 
ence had been one month’s imprisonment 
with hard labour, in default of payment of 
a fine of $20. 

In reply to a juror, witness said that 
witness was last seen on Monday night at 
eight o’clock. It was quite a common hing. 
for a prisoner to make a his cell, 
especially if he had been drinking. The 
watchman would look into the cell through 
the opening, but would not go inside unless 
something out of the common was happen. 
ing. Very often, when a prisoner had been 
Arivking heavily, symptoms of delirium 
tremens’ showed themselves on the thied 

ay. 

Ta reply to another juror, witness auid 
that when deceased arrived at the gaol he 
had two black eyes and a scar on his nose, 
Deceased told witness that he had got 
these in falling out of a riesha. 

The inquest’ was then adjourned until 
10.80 the next morning at the British 
Consulate,

PROSECUTION BREAKS DOWN. 
BAIL AGAIN REFUSED. 

At the Mixed Court on Friday morning 
before Me. Chane (Magistrate) and Me. 
S, F, Mayers (British Assessor) Chu Lung- 
lung, who was arrested ona warrant issued 
last August for detaining « man in 
country and attempting to extort money 
feom him, also sn professional 
gambler, was again brought before the 
Court. 4 

‘Acting Chief Inspector Ramsay appéared 
on. bebal€ of the police and Mr. F. Ellis 
(Messrs. Browett and Ellis) for the 
accused. 

Tuspector Ramsay sail the caso had 
been remanded from Friday last in 
order to produces the witnesses and pro- 
sveutor, hut he was sorry to say he had 
heen unable to tind them.” With reference 
to the charge of gambling there were wit- 
nesses, but they were afraid to appear in 
Court; he therefore did not press that 
charge, nor the one of extortion. The 

tisoner was a kind of uncrowned king in 

i Hongkew, and seemed to exercis> « 
certain amount of fear there. 

Mr. Ellis asked if he could understand 
at the Uwo charges were withdrawn, 
Inspector Ramsay informed

Tivo other carpenters, Fou Yung- 
yang and Yang Ning-van gave information 
of the occurrence to the city magistrate 
some days after the inquest. It appeared 
that all the parties named hed been zam- 
bling in Li Honvkew and a quarrel 
resulted in Zee Fob-yes’s death. The 














quarrel took place in Morrison Road, 
Hongkew, and deceased had evidently 
endeavouted to make his way to the 
Shantung Road Hospital, bat died in the 
attempt. 

Mc. Ellis said he did not know the 
Tnspector’s idea in waking that statement 
to the Court or from what source the 
information was derived. 

Tuspector Remsay replied it was made 
with the idea that he now surrendered the 
prisoner to the Court on that warrant. 

Me. Ellis said that he was ouly informed 
that a warrant had been issued. 

‘The Assessor said the warrant was then 
in Coutt. 

Inspector Ramsay said that he had the 
warrant some time ago, but it wasreturned 
to the Mixed Comt—he did not know how. 

‘The Assessor said that besides the charge 
on which he had been remanded there was 
acharge of gambling. 

‘Mr. Ellis understood that that charge 
had been withdrawn. 

‘The Assessor ssid there was the charge 
of gambling, and now one of the prisoner 
being concerued in an affcay which led to 
the murder, 

Mr. Ellis sv'd he understood that that 
warrant read thit a certain mean was 
found murdered in the Shantung Roxd 
and that Chu Lung-lung was charged wit 
venting a certain ruiner from the city 
strate from effecting the arrest of the 
murderer ot alleged murderer, that he 
understood was the charge, and not tat he 
had anything to do with the murdec in the

The Assessor ssid that was not on the 
warrant, and in reply to Mr, Ellis ssid Chu 
Gung-lung’s name appeared on the warrant 
with’ being concerned in the murder case, 
and it came to this that there were two 
outts'anding cases against accused and 
therefore unless Mr. Ellis had anything to 
advance on his behalf he had no reason to 
oppose his being sent into the City. 

Ir. Ellis wanted in the first place to 
know what the charges were. 

‘The Assessor replied that one was in 
connection with the murder. 

Mr. Ellis hoped his Honour would 
understand that that was the first mention 
he had received with regard to the charge 
of complicity in the murder. He under- 
stood the Assessor would have to. be satis 
tied before he handed accuse 1 to the City 
authorities on that elirge and that « prima 
facie case had been made out against him, 
Iu seemed Ubere was a warrant out 
just him, and the Assessue would 
have to be estremely careful in dealing 
with that warrant, since there had been 
three already before him which had not 
been substantiated. ‘The Girst was a chars 
of exturting money which was not 
tained ; the second of gambling which was 
equally unsupported, and then there was 
the one of removing boundary stmes in 
which there was the same lack of evidence. 

‘The Assessor thought it now became in- 
cumbent upon Mc. Bilis to say what there 
was about accused that made him so 
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interesting to the city authorities. The 
police and the city authorities had 
charges against him. Ho asked what it 
was

would appear at a later stage when he 
hoped to show clearly why the charges 
had been brought against him, but before 
his Honour dealt with the yuestion of 
sending the mn ty the City authorities 
he would ask fur an adjoucnment iu order 
that he might be able to show that a 
prima fa e case could not be established on 
whieh Honour could send him 
to the City. H» took it that his 
Honour could not simply on the bare 
word of « ruuner send a inan into the City. 
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He took it his Honour was there for the 
protection of the people living in the 
Settlement who were brought iiefore ths 
Court. Tustances had been seen—he was 
sorry to say deplorable instanees—in 
which charges had becn made as they were 
made in this ewe which should not have 
keen made. In this ease they had been 
thrown at this man and nothing addueed 
intheir support.

‘The Assessor remarked that it was very 
fortunate for accused to have had Mr.

Ellis hoped that in future many 
prisoners in that Couct would not only 
have his assistance and counsels’ assistance 
hut the Assos or’s assistance in order that 
the ends of justice might be xerved and 
the innocent vindicated as well as the 
guilty condenmed, 

‘The Assessor observed that if Mr, Elli 
could satisfy him that the man was the 
object of unjust persecution he (Me, Ellis) 
would be doing a good servicer, but if 
accused was using his power to keep wit- 
nesses awny—— 




































Mr. Ellis (interrupting) said he ab- 
jected to his Honour saying the man 
was keeping witnesves away. The po- 


lice had said that, but hall not sub- 
stantinted it. Accused was not a poor 
man, nor was he a loafer who went 
about committing crimes, but he was and 
had heen earning a decent sslary and 
probably there were reasons, as he would 
bring out, why the man had been pitched 
upon for persecu He had no_hesita- 
tion in eayiug that unless he was thistaken, 
the boot was on the other lex and that it 
was a case of extorting or trying to extort 
money from him because he happened to 
have sone. 

The Assessor remirked that it had 
come to this, that the charge on which 
accused had been brought before the Court 
had been withdrawn. How far it could 
be revived in the future was another 
matter. Tt had been withdrawn definitely 
and would not crop up again. Therefore 
the prisoner was now in the postion of 
standing remanded on the question as 
to whether the Court could assent to his 
being sent to the City. Ho asked if that 
was the view Inspector Ramsay took of it. 

Chief Inspector Ramsay suid that was 
his view, He did not attach much im 
portance to the evidence of the people 
who were to have appeared, even if they 
came forward, after knowing where they 
were located. The police had traced 
them on three occasions, but they had 
moved away each time. 

‘The Assessor said the man was now in 
the position of being entirely on his de- 
fence. He had hefore him the record that 
hix name appeared on the warrants, one of 
which was issued two years ago and one 
cighteon months ayo, Tt was somewhitt 
strange that he was only brought up just 
then, but he wanted convincing why the 
man’ should not be sent to the City 
Authorities on the charge, Mr. Ellis 
applied for an adjournment for two days 
in order to prepare prisoner's defence to 
thenew change, 

Chief Inspector Ramsay stid that the 
adjournment was asked on the present 
warrant. The man who was arrested aud 
sent to the city was at present at Sung- 
Kiang, as well as-the two witnesses, and if 
that subject came up it would be necessary 
to get the people from Sangkiang. 

‘The Aesessor thought they could never 
get them because they were still on their 
trial there, He did not think it was 
iugymbent on the police to do more 
































than surrender the man on the war- 
rant issued by the Mixed Court Magis- 
trate, but- the Court would have to 
investigate whether the case was a valid 
one, ‘The ease was settled as far as the 
police were concerned. If an adjo-rnment 
vas gruntel, Mr. Ellis would try to show 
the acensed wasa very good man. 

Mr. Eilis suid he was not prepared to 
show that, but to show he was not as bad 
as he was made out to be, and hoped he 
would be able to satisfy the Coutt that the 
charge was one which ought not to be con- 

















sidered. He wished to know his Honour's 
opinion with regard to the question of 
bul. 


The Assessor replied that he would 
object to that, and asked why Mr. Elis was 
so anxious to have bail. 

Mr. Ellis said his reasons were first of 
all, that serious changes had been made 
against accused ; he had been in custody 
for a certain len sth of time, and not one of 
the charges had been supported. There 
was another charge it was true, anda 
more serious one made against him, but 
he woull like to know where the 
evidence was in support of that 
charge. ‘At the moment there was 
not one particle of evidence. Tt 
way true there was a warrant issued by 
the Chibsien on a statement made by a 
certain individual—a runner he believed,— 
and the man was charged with complicity in 
a murder whieh took place two years ago. 
Accused since had not attempted to leave 
the Settlement and he (Me. Ellis) was in 
a position to reid wo letters from the 
man’s foreign employars and one from the 
Yue Yuen Cotton Mill. He had been in 
employment for seven or cight years, 
up to the date of his arrest. He had 
been in the Ewo and Yue Yuen Cotton 
Mills and Messr« Boyd and Co.'s. He (Mx, 
Ellis) had a Je:ter from Messrs Boyd and 
Co. saying he had been employed there 
for thrve yous aud that their head copper 
smith reported him to be a good, steady 
and Jhardworking man, All these facts 
pointed to one thing aad tas was if the 
man was the villian he was made out to 
be firstly, a murderer, then av extortioner 
and then a gambler, he had made no attempt 
to conceal his character, for when he sought 
employment he never tried to disguise 
his identity. He could also show that he 
bad always walked about upenly carrying 
ow his trade. He had also been working 
constantly a Chu Lung-lung, and yet the 
police described himas a desperate character 
whom they were unable to Gnd all these 






















































years Tt was on those 
grounds tha sd for bail.

Q apparently such a very formidable 


authority fo combat sty the Chinose auth 
ties his defence would de; 
upon his being able 
for that purpose that

Mr. Ellis said he understood that the 
matter wa: one which coucerued the 


Chihsien and therefore could not see what 
the police had to do with the case beyond 
the custody of the prisoner. If he was to 
he sent 10 the police station he wished 
to mention that be had tad some little 
difficulty in seeing his client 

‘The Assessor asked Mr. Killis what the 
icalty wis.

The new charges showed :—(1) 
that he was arrested on a warrant 
issued by the Mixed Court Masistrate 
at the instance of the Vic roy 
of Nanking, for with eight others being 
keepers of gambling booths in Li Hongkew 
in 1898 ; and (2) that he was arrested on a 
warrant issued by the Mixed Court at the 
instance of the District Magistrate for 
being concerned with five others in the 
wilful murder of one Sze Foo-ze in 
Shanghai on the 14th of November, 18°8. 

Mx. F. Ellis (Messrs. Browett aud Ellis) 
represented the prisoner. 

Inspector Ramsay handed a copy of the 
charge sheet to the Court, past i A that 
ha had sent. Mr. Ellis a copy of those two 
charges, and they were on the new sheet. 

The Assessor—It now remains, Mr. 
Ellis, for you to show the Court why the 
prisoner should not be sent into the City. 

Mr. Ellis—I do not think it will be 
necessary for me to address my remarks to 
the Magistrate, because you, Sir, will be 
able to summarise them ‘to him Jater on, 
and that will save the time of the Court. 
‘The duty now devolves upon me to satisfy 
you by argument or evidence why you 
cannot send the prisoner into the City in 
order that he may be tried on the two 
charges—of being concerned with others 
in the murder of @ Chinese subject, which 
murder apparently touk place in the Settle- 
ment in November, 1898; and the 
charge of gambling or keeping gambling 
booths together with others in Li Hong- 
kew, which offence was alleged to have 
Veen committed in 1898.

No mention is made of the prisoner in 
this warrant. Itistrue that at the end he 
is mentioned, but in the body of the 
warrant it only refers to those two families. 
I would like to call the Court's attention 
to the fact that in my knowledge at the 
time the warrant was issued there were 
living the father and brother of Chu, and 
there is not the slightest doubt that these 
two men were gamblers. They were 
brought up for it. ‘The father came before 
the City Court and was convicted, 
and T understand that he died in prison. 
The brother way brought at the Mixed 
Court and ‘sentenced. But, Sir, in this 
warrant the name of the prisoner does not 
appear as one who must be put upon his 
trial for gambling. 

‘The Assessor—I don’t quite follow that. 
How do you suggest he came to be involved 
in the case? Who brought his name forward ? 
You say his name was not originally on 
the warrant issued by the Shanghai Hsien, 
but there were prebably several supple: 
mentary warrants issued upon which his 
name did appear. 

Mr. Ellis—I have been trying to trace 
any possible way in which this man’s name 
did appear or was made to appear, but I 
have failed. 

‘The Assessor—As far as you know all the 
wirrants that were ever against this man 
in Court ? 
pector Ramsay—Yes, Sir. Perhaps I 
may be permitted to say something. Mr. 
Ellis suggests that I had this warrant in 
sny possession, Tb slipped me on Friday 
last — 

Mr. Ellis—Be careful, Inspector Ramsay. 

Tuspector Ramsay—It was my mistake, 
Sir. T was under the impression that ho 
was arrested on this warrant. It was on 
the first warrant that he was arrested, 
though this warrant must have been in 
existence at the time. 

‘The Assessor—Did you ever have the 
warrant against him for gambling in your 
possession 

Tuspector Ramsiy—Only the one issued 
at the instance of the Viceroy of Nanking, 
and that we can say positively had his 
name upon it. 

Mr. Mayers—His name got upon that 
warrant owing to information given to the 
City magistrate, who was instructed to stop 
gambling in Li Hongkew. He put his 
Yuuners on that work, and among the names 
reported was Chu Lung-lung.

explain why this man is the cynosure of the 
City authorities and the police. T feel that 
a great deal of responsibility rests on ine 
in answering this, and T felt on Friday 
that it would be more respectful to thi 
Court if I gave the subject every consi- 
deration. You kindly granted an adjourn- 
ment, Sir, and I have thought over the 
matter. There is a well-known custom 


which has the foree of law in this Court— 
have no better authority for the statement 
than you, Sir—that if a criminal charge is 
made it must be before an Assessor, and if 
the prisoner is going to be sent into the 
City 

can 


for trial on that charge it 
only be after a primi facie case 
been established to the satisfac- 
‘of the Assessor. Now I ask you, 
whether you consider a prima facie 
has been made ont. It may be that 
the Chinesu authorities think that a prima 
facie case is simply the issuing of a 
warrant on a statement made to them. 
But surely, Sir, you cannot rule that that 
is also your idea of the establishing of a 
primi facie case before you. You have 
also said that before sending the man 
for trial the Court had to be satistied that 
the caso was a valid one. I ask you, Sir, 
to insist to the Magistrate—and you’ have 
the power—that in the practice and rulings 
of this Court there shall be extended to 
avy prisoner who comes before you fairness 
and consideration, ‘This prisoner is on- 
fitled to that privilege, and he is on- 
titled to be protected’ against having 
trumped-up charges made against him, 
There have been three charges made 
against him on which—I don't wish to say 
it as a credit to myself—had T not been 
here that man would possibly now be 
undergoing punishment. As to the 
question why this man has been such 
an object of interest to the police, my 
answer is this. I most emphatically say 
that it is not incumbent upon me as actiag 
forhim. It is a rule of this Court, although 
it may not be written down in black and 
white, that if an accusation is made 
against a man, before that man ‘is called 
upon to show that he is innocent it 
is the duty of the accuser to show 
that he is guilty. But out of consideration 
and respect to you, Sir, who have extended 
to me so much consideration in this case, 
and out of respoct also to the magistrate, 
Thave gone out of my way. I have shown 
i the prisoner is a Shanghai. man, has 
lived here all his life, and I can bring 
letters which disclose the more powerful 
fact that he has never attempted to disguise 
his identity. ‘The prisoner's mouth’ has 
been closed all this timo. It was closed 
because I insisted that it should be closed. 
What I have done and said in this case his 
heen entirely on my own responsibility. 
(he prisoner left his defence entirely in 
my hands, He was quite prepared at any 
time to answer questions in this Court, 
but Ielosed his mouth not because I was 
afraid, but because if you sit in this Coure 
and wish to see justice administored you 
will not insist that people who are re- 
presented by counsel should be subjocted 
to cross-examination until that becomes 
necessary. Tam prepared to say, Sir, that 
unless you insist on this man answering 
questions here he will not do so. I havo 
attempted to be as brief as Ican. Ihave 
had to bring all these facts before you, to 
you to be extremely careful “bofore 
you send this man to the City, because 
he is entitled to your protection. 
There has not, I say emphatically, been 
a tittle of evidence brought forward by 
the City authorities. If they come 
here and want to avail themselves of such 
privileges as taking away people from the 
Settlement they have got to comply with 
what is law im this Settlement. With 
these remarks I leave the case in your 
hands, Sir, but if you want to know what 
this persecution-I use the word which 
you have used yourself—has been, Iam

prepared to offer eridenco which will’ show 
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that extortion has been practised on this 
man by detectives in the employment of 
the Municipal Police. I claim on his 
Uehalf tat he should be sent 
down from the position of prisoner, and 
I say that if he should stand ‘there 
as accuser—and he will stand there 
as accuser—he will satisfy you that he has 
been subjected to extortion, 

‘The Assessor—There is no satisfactory 
euse against this man on this warrant, 
The police charge agvinst, im has been 
withdrawn. Simply in order that he may 
be found when wanted—if wanted—upon 
an enguiry which I feel it my duty to 
yecommend should be instituted into the 
origin of all this persceution—if persecu- 
tion it be—in order that he may be forth- 
coming, he will now be released on security. 
‘his is simply a precautionary measure, so 
that he may be forthcoming when wanted. 
I shall have to recommend that a most 
searching enquiry be held into the reasons 
why this man was subjected to this per- 
secution, and why native detectives have 
been unable to arrest him during the last 
twn years, 

‘This closed the proceedings. 








MIXED COURT 
——— 

‘At the Mixed Court on Wednesday 
morning (10th instant) before Me. Chang 
(magistrate) and Me. S. F. Mayers 
(British assessor), the Chinese contractor 
of the building’ of the Russo Chinese 
Bank now in course of erection wns 
chnrged with obstructing the passage way 
of the Kiukiang Road aud with allowing his 
coolies to make a noise to the disturbance 
of neighbours. Sergeant Ross stated that 
the man had been in’ the Court before for 
similar offences and had been fined. Mr. 
G. A, Matthews of Messrs. Dyce aid Ci 
stated that the coolies on the building were 
continually creating « uoise and he hud re- 
ported the matter to the Police Station, 
The police had placed x coustable there, 
Dut ats spon as his back was turned they 
began. their singing again, The Architect 
of the building who was present said it was 
a large building and that it was impossible 
to atop the noise, especially when they hud 
‘occasion to lift heavy roof beams. As re- 
garded the obstruction he thought the 
police should make some exception, The 
Assessor explained that a building permit 
had been granted which said they must not 
extend more than two feet on the rond and 
he did not see why stones should be 
placed in the road, and asked if they could 
hot be moved somewhere to the back of the 
building. Sergeant Ross said he hnd mea- 
sured the encrouchment on the road, which 
































was ten feet, The Architect replied that 
seven feet of that was the Bank's 
property. A discussion then arose as to 


whether the wall which formerly bounded 
Messrs, Dent and Co’s property was the 
boundary of the building from Which the 
encrocliment was mersured, Sergt. Ross 
maintained it was, but the Architect said it 
was not na they were building several feet 
inside, and that the fence was only three 
feet from the house line and could not be 
put back, ‘The Assessor remarked that the 
permit for the fence was only two feet and 
vould have to be kept within that boundary 
unless the Council could afford to let thein 
lave more, Sergt. Ross suid it measured 
nine feet from the running chanael and in- 
sideofthat nine feet the Bank had noproperty 
whatever, ‘The Assessor said that the fence 
would have tobe put back ‘The building 
was notthe only big building which had been 
patup in Shanghai andthe coutractor 
were liable to.a penalty if they encroached 
ou the road ; in any case the singing would 
have tobe put astop to.

Johnston only two of the 
shop-keepers admitted having witnessed the 
assault. ‘The others all denied doing so, 
but had pliced their stamps on the letter 
out of friendship, and were unaware of the 
contents, ‘The Assessor remarked that th 

translation of the letter shown was wron: 
the original said the man_ was seriously 
assaulted, endangering his life, and not that 
he succumbed to the injuries inflicted. 
Some nineteen shopkeepers wore called, but 
in answer to theCoart most of them said they 
had witnessed the assault, this Inspector 
Wilson suid was conteary to what they had 
previously stated. It scemed peculiar to 
him that they ‘should all have been 
witnesses of the assault when several 
of their shops were situated in alleyways 
where it was imposible for then 
to have seen the occurrence. ‘The constable 
was examined by the Court as was 
also a native sergeant who was with the 
constable at tne time when the former who 
was on duty at the corner of Shansi and 
Hankow Ronds, stopped, & rieshn at the 
time alleged and told the man who was 
going the wrong way to come back. The 
occupant refused, got out and walked away 
in a temper, without paying his fare, but 
the coolie obeyed the constable quietly.
